William M. Boyle jr., steps out 
as chairman at an O d. 31 meeting 
of the committee here. Boyle, a 
lawyer who once had a Washing­ 
ton practice, has denied charges he 
ever sought to influence govern­ 
ment loans. He <gaid he was quit­ 
ting for health reasons. Mr. T ru­ 
man bucked him up in this. 
Until the president’s nomination 
of Gen. Mark Clark as ambassa­ 
dor to the Vatican raised a re­ 
ligious controversy, it 
had 
been 
generally assumed a Roman Cath­ 
olic would be picked to succeed 
Boyle. In recent years the post 
has been held by members of that 
faith. 
An influential Democratic offi­ 
cial told a reporter that since the 
storm broke over the Clark nomi­ 
nation, some party members—in­ 
cluding Catholics— have urged the 
president to pick a Protestant. 
These same Democrats are say­ 
ing also it would be better to have 
a chairman who is not a lawyer 
and one who has

The crowds in Cairo, estimated 
at several thousand, were

orderly,

Egypt’s second largest city, police 
were forced to fire shots into the 
air and buckshot into the ground 
to keep demonstrators in check. 
The new demonstrations follow­ 
ed a British move sharply cutting 
rail and traffic and banning road 
movement in the disputed

Japan. 
She found the Japanese eager

in Christianity, but slow to under­ 
stand the principles of democracy. 
Miss Clarke is the daughter of

and Mrs. 
Ernest 
E. 
Clarke of Sparta, Wis. Her father 
is pastor of the Sparta First Meth­ 
odist church. 
Christians In Minority 
Graduating from the University 
of Wisconsin in 1946, Miss Clarke 
came to Escanaba the same year 
and taught biology 
and 
general 
science in Escanaba Junior 
High 
school for one year. 
Then three years ago 
with 
a 
group of 50 teachers she went to 
Japan as a Methodist missionary 
teacher following six weeks train­ 
ing in.tfew York City. Miss Clarke 
was assigned to teach English as 
a foreign 
language 
at 
Fukuola 
Girls 
School—where 
less 
than 
one-half of the 1.000 students arc 
baptized Christians although the 
school is maintained by the Unit­ 
ed Church of Christ in Japan. 
The United Church of Christ in 
Japan includes most of the large 
Protestant 
denominations. 
The 
Fukuoka Girls School was estab­ 
lished 60 years ago. 
Christians are a small minority 
among the Buddhists of Japan.

The city of Escanaba is making progress toward the 
solution of its gas and water utility problems, but a third— 
the electric utility—looms as the future’s largest problem 
of all.

rpHE 
British election Thursday is of 
great importance not only to the peo­ 
ple of England but to the entire western 
world The election results will determine 
w hether England will continue its pro­ 
gram of national socialization or whether 
th e brakes will be applied to socialization 
and a start made in reverse to free enter­ 
prise. 
England has already advanced so far 
along the road to national socialism that 
even a Conservative victory Thursday will 
not mean a sudden change to capitalism as 
w e know it in this country. 
However, a

will 
serve 
as 
a 
brake to complete socialization. 
The predictions of the British election 


Zealots Spark War, 
Others Provide Fuel 
epHE fanatical assassins of the Moslem 
■* 
world are serving the cause of com­ 
munism well, though that hardly is their 
itnent. First to fall before them this year 
was Premier Razm ara of Iran. Then King 
Abdullah of Jordan. And now it is Prime 
Minister Liaquat Ali Khan of Pakistan. 
Is there a Communist hand at work in 
these frenzied killings that have done and 
will do so much harm to the free world’s 
position? Probably not directly. But it is 
w holly possible that the Kremlin is subtly 
stimulating nationalist ferment in Moslem 
lands through the shrewd dispensing of 
money to fanatical groups. 
Even if they have had utterly nothing to 
do with these fateful assassinations, 
the 
Russian leaders could hardly be happier at 
the prospects left in their wake. In every 
case, the victims w ere men of moderation, 
factors for stability, advocates of peace. In 
every instance, they were stout friends of 
th e West. Their deaths paved the way for 
the unrest and social torment that com­ 
munism feeds on. 
This was strikingly true of Liaquat Ali 
Khan. Domestically, he had led Pakistan 
down a D ig ressiv e course that augured 
well for the future of his populous new 
country. His was the voice of calm reason. 
Curbing the extremists. 
Beyond 
Pakistan’s 
border he aligned 
him self strongly with the free nations. By 
putting 80 million Asiatics in the Western 
orbit, he went far to offset the loss suffer­ 
ed by Indian Prim e Minister N ehru’s in­ 
sistence upon 
a 
misguided 
“neutrality” 
which serves only Moscow. 
With distrust of the West today almost 
axiomatic among Asiatic leaders. Liaquat 
All Khan had the courage to go against the 
tide. 
He was likewise firm in pressing Paki­ 
stan’s claim to the princely state of Kash­ 
mir. predominantly Moslem territory also 
claimed by India and now7 under the lat- 
te r’s military control. 
Though the United Nations several times 
recommended a plebiscite that would fair­ 
ly leave to the citizenry of K ashm ir the 
decision of which nation to join—a propos­ 
al entirely suitable to Pakistan—Nehru re­ 
peatedly declined to accept this equitable 
solution. 
Inevitably, extremists chafed im patient­ 
ly at the halter put upon them by the P ak ­ 
istan government’s temperate course. One 
of these apparently was his assassin, since 
he accompanied his fatal shots with a cry 
for a “holy war against India.” 
Nehru has expressed his regrets. In one 
sense sincerely, 
inasmuch as his abhor­ 
rence of violence is genuine. But in anoth­ 
er, hypocritically. 
For Nehru’s obstinacy 
over 
Kashmir 
m ust be recognized as a 
prime element in the situation that led to 
Liaquat Ali Khan's death. 
With sore spots spreading through the 
Middle East, there could not be a w7orse 
time for a fevered clash of wills—and per­ 
haps arms—between Pakistan and India. 
The free world must somehow7 hope that 
the dead prime m inister’s 
tradition 
of 
moderation will re-assert itself and take 
command. 
If it cannot, 
responsibility for 
any outbreak must rest with those w'ho 
provide fanatics with the fuel to inflame 
their people.

a socialistic economy. 
A further complication is the necessity 
for national rearmament. Even if socialism 
offered a cure-all for England’s ills, it is 
apparent that the British people

absorb tim J 
" costs o' a cc 
welfare state and pay the price for ade­ 
quate national defense at the same time. 


Health Insurance 
For The Millions 
T ouring 
1950, 
all forms of voluntary 
health protection made great gains, ac­ 
cording to a factual report just issued by 
the Health Insurance Council. At the end 
of the year, at least half the nation's pop­ 
ulation was covered by one type or anoth­ 
er of voluntary insurance against economic 
hazards of sickness and accident. 
This means that substantially more than 
75,000,000 men, women and children have 
purchased health protection. 
They pur­ 
chased it because they wanted it and could 
afford it—not because it w7as shoved dowm 
their throats by law. And the number is 
still growing very rapidly. Soon, the ex­ 
perts have forecast, at least 
100,000,000 
Americans will be covered. Here is the an­ 
swer to the argum ent that we, as a peo­ 
ple, can’t obtain health protection for our­ 
selves, and so must be subjected to a fed­ 
eral compulsory scheme which would cost 
us at least $6,000,000,000 a year in new 
taxes—and probably a great deal more— 
and w7ould m ake the politician the boss of 
the doctor. 
The cost of voluntary health insurance 
is usually very modest—a few dollars a 
month covers a whole family. The benefits 
have been materially broadened, and au­ 
thorized fees for doctors 
and 
hospitals 
have been increased to take care of the 
cost-trend of the times. The most striking 
thing of all has been the enthusiasm w7ith 
w7ihch the people have responded 
when 
this protection is offered them. Health in­ 
surance is a relative new concept, and its 
growth has been amazing. 


Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON — One day after Sena­ 
tor Taft’s official announcement that his 
hat was in the ring. Eisenhower forces held 
a private strategy meeting in the office of 
Pennsylvania’s Senator Jim Duff on Capi­ 
tol Hill.

1. Eisenhower’s name will definitely be 
entered in the New Hampshire primary— 
the first primary to be held.

record, and Senator Bridges repoted pi- 
vately fo him, an Eisenhower victory in 
New Hampshire is considered certain. 
2. 
Probably there will be a full-dress 
meeting of powerful Eisenhower support­ 
ers within the Republican party in the near 
futuie, at which time a formal announce­ 
m ent will be made that Ike will be draft­ 
ed. This will not require a statement from 
him—which ifs agreed he cannot make 
while he is still in uniform. 
ROLL-CALL FOR IKE 
It is expected that those attending the 
full-dress draft-Eisenhower meeting meet­ 
ing will include the four big “D ’s” of the 
Republican party—Dewey, Duff, Darby of 
Kansas and Driscoll of New Jersey. Also 
expected to attend w7ill be Senator Carl­ 
son of Kansas, Gov. Val Peterson of Ne­ 
hawka, Sentaors Lodge and Saltonstall of 
Massachusetts, Senator Ives of New York, 
Gov. 
Theodore 
McKeldin of Maryland, 
Senator Tobey and Governor Adams of 
New Hampshire. 
The plan is to gather such an impressive 
phalanx of progressive Republican leaders 
that local GOP leaders will get on the Eis­ 
enhower bandwagon without 
a 
definite 
statement from the general. The problem 
here is that Ike’s program in Europe is at a 
crucial stage when he cannot leave it with­ 
out undoing months of careful 
planning. 
On the other hand, 
he feels he cannot 
m ake a public statement of political

AKRON, O.—Ours is a country 
that grew great because from the 
beginning we have been a people 
of broad vision and great energy. 
We pushed

have blasted mountains to make a 
path to wherever the product of 
our 
ingenuity

Wherever we saw the need, we 
cut a wider, a longer, a better 
path. 
The result is probably the great­ 
est mileage of road and highway 
in the world. Unfortunately, great 
as the mileage is, it is not enough. 
As a simple, demonstrable fact, we 
do not have half enough roads to­ 
day. 
If our highways are the ar­ 
teries that carry the lifeblood of 
our economic system, our country 
is on the verge of a serious illness. 
We do not have enough roads 
to meet our economic or social 
needs today. 
As we grow bigger, 
this lack of roads will choke us. 
Today, half the wage earners 
in the United States get to and 
from their jobs by highway trans- 
portaiton. 
As our business and 
industry grows it tends to spread 
farther beyond residential areas 
and there will be more people 
traveling 
farther 
to 
and 
from 
work, over roads that even now 
can’t carry them. 
In every part of our country 
the trend is rapidly toward dis­ 
persion. 
You can see it in towns 
like Los Angeles, or Houston, or 
New York, or towns too small 
to be on the map. 
You can see 
how fast we are approaching a 
crisis fiom the fact that 90 per 
cent of our food and 75 per cent of 
all our freight depend for distribu­ 
tion upon highway transportation. 
W hat’s more, there are more 
than 25,000 communities in this 
country entirely dependent upon 
motor vehicle transportation for 
their daily existence. 
Not only are we not making 
provision for our 
growth, 
even 
now we don’t have enough or 
good enough roads to meet our 
needs. 
We are puttting more vehicles 
on our roads and at a greater 
rate than any of us ever antici­ 
pated. 
Since the war, new motor 
vehicle registration has increased 
at the average of 3,700.000 per 
year. 
Our six per cent of the 
world’s population uses 
78 
per 
cent of the world’s passenger cars 
and 51 per cent of its trucks and 
buses. 
It is incredible that a country 
that takes pride in the fact that 
I the automobile is a casual neces- 
j sity, allows its highway building 


I program to lag so far behind that 
I today 99 per cent of our roads 
are only two lanes wide—or less. I 
j Difficult to believe as it may be, 
about half the 
principal 
rural 
highways, 
carrying 
more 
than 
1000 vehicles a day, are less than 
20 feet wide. 
The time has come to do some­ 
thing about this. 
If we are to 
pass on to our children a coun­ 
try with as much opportunity as 
we had, we must now create a 
broad, comprehensive, and inte­ 
grated highway building program. 
And once we have such a pio- 
gram, w e’ve got to protect it from 
politics and keep it out of the 
pork barrel.

MEN AND BOYS—A newspaper report­ 
er has a nose for news, arr advertising man 
has ideas, and men and boys in a news­ 
paper’s circulation department have trou­ 
bles. 
It is this department (one of the most 
important in a newspaper 
enterprise) 
that bridges the gap between production 
and reader. 
Without it a modern newspaper would 
have few readers, since folks like their 
paper delivered daily as close to their door 
step as it can be placed and as soon as it 
can be gotten there. 
This last service to the newspaper sub­ 
scriber is largely the responsibility of the 
news boys or carriers, junior merchants 
whose work is too important to overlook. 
*

* 
END AND BEGINNING—When every­ 
one else iq a newspaper plant finishes hii 
work for the day’s edition the task of the 
circulation department begins: 
The sound of the press rolling is their 
signal to begin a hectic two hours of rush­ 
ing the paper from the plant to the sub­ 
scriber. 
In 
the 
case 4 of the Escanaba Daily 
Press, a total of 10,360 papers will as fast 
as they come from the press start their 
journey to the subscriber 
via 
motor 
route, carrier boy, 
U. 
S. 
mail 
and 
through dealer outlets. 
The carrier boys deliver 7,200 papers, 
360 go by auto carrier to rural customers, 
2,300 are delivered by mail, and 500 are 
distributed to customers through dealers. 
* 
* 
* 
ON HIS OWN—The boys with the paper 
sacks and collection books are in the cate­ 
gory of junior merchants. They are inde­ 
pendent operators who purchase their p a­ 
pers from the newspaper and supply them 
to the customer at rates set by the news­ 
paper. Each week they collect from their 
customers and pay the newspaper for the 
papers they have received. 
The Escanaba Daily Press has a total of 
87 carriers in 24 communities in four coun­ 
ties— Delta, Schoolcraft, Alger and north­ 
ern Menominee. 
Most of the carrier boys are conscien­ 
tious and hard working, just as most of 
the newspaper subscribers are consider­ 
ate and understanding. 
But 
Duncan 
Cameron, the Escanaba 
Daily Press circulation manager,'tells me 
that most customer complaints are 'the re ­ 
sult of: 
I—The carrier isn’t on time and the cus­ 
tomer wants to read about L’il Abner; 2— 
The carrier is thinking about a football 
game or his report card and forgets to 
leave a paper; and 3—The paper gets to 
the custom er in poor condition.

RAIN AND SNOW—Each aftei noon, six * 
days a week, 52 weeks a year, the car­ 
rier boys make their 
appointed 
rounds 
through sunshine, rain or snow. 
How does the boy view his customers? 
Most are friendly and considerate, but— 
There is the occasional alow pay or 
bad risk customer, who Is always in­ 
debted for his paper. Meanwhile the boy 
must pay the newspaper for the custom­ 
er’s-paper and hope for the best. 
- And the customer whose vicious dog not 
only threatens the boy but tears up or 
carries away the paper the boy leaves.

GROWING BIGGER—The business ex­ 
perience a boy receives as a carrier boy 
often spells the difference between success 
and failure in later life. He learns to be 
prompt and courteous and how to handle 
money. 
Always he is impressed with the news­ 
paper’s insistence on a policy of satisfy­ 
ing the customer. 
This policy is paramount In any suc­ 
cessful business. By and large the carrier 
boys—often the newspaper subscriber’* 
only personal contact with 
his 
news­ 
paper— represent this policy. 
That their efforts have been successful 
in die case of the Escanaba Daily Press is 
indicated 
in rising circulation figures— 
form a total circulation of 7,788 in 1941 to 
10,360 in 1951.

In Shakes­ 
peare's time, 
the used of “lily-livered” 
would have intended a whole set of con­ 
notations. 
'I he natural philosophers of the Middle 
Ages believed that a m an’s temperament 
was the result of certain 
“humours" 
or 
fluids iii the body. They recognized four 
principal types of 
personality 
resulting 
from these humours: 
the 
melancholy 
(from the Greek words 
meaning 
black 
bile: this m an’s humour was cold and dry; 
corresponding to the element of earth); 
the 
choleric 
(from the Greek meaning 
bile; irascibility and biliousness seem to go 
hand in hand; this man was of a hot and 
dry humour, his element ); the sanguine 
(from the Latin word for blood; he was 
cheerful, hopeful, amorous; 
his humour 
was hot and moist and his element was 
air); and the phlegmatic (from the Greek 
wold for flame: his excess of phlegm, re­ 
sulting from the inflammation supposedly 
influencing his temperament, left him dull, 
sluggish, cool and moist; his element was 
water).

These 
four 
humours—the melancholy, 
the choleric, the sanguine, the phlegmatic 
were all thought to be formed in the liv­ 
er and carried to the rest of the body by 
the veins. Their mixture within Hie body, 
the "tem perament” or modification one of 
the other, formed the personality; an ex­ 
cess of any one humour colored the whole 
of a man’s thoughts and activity.

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Opera, Comedy r Dancing 
Girls Hit Road Again

NEW 
YORK— (NEA)— The 
“Road,” smart 
Broadway 
pro­ 
ducers said a year ago, was dead. 
But this year there are signs that 
the corpse is twitching. An NEA 
survey of Broadway producers 
shows distinct signs of life. 
The resurrection is still feeble 
—possibly no more than 30 shows 
will tour the nation this season 
—but the prophets of doom who 
said road shows would succumb 
to TV and/or popcorn 
machines 
are changing their tune. 
People 
still like to see live actors. 
As proof of the road’s vitality, 
consider the Metropolitan 
Opera 
Association. For the first time in 
its long, pear-shaped ^history, 
it 
is sending a company on the road 
to present only one opera. The En­ 
glish version of Johann Strauss’ 
“Fledermaus,” 
d r e s s e d 
a n d 
streamlined like a 
musical com­ 
edy, is the opera which will tour. 
A five-month schedule has al­ 
ready been worked out. 
From 
Philadelphia, 
the 
company will 
sing before audiences throughout 
the east in 
October, then across 
Ohio and western New York 
in 
November. 
In December they’ll 
be 
in 
Indiana, 
Michigan 
and 
Washington, D. C., and in January 
they’ll go from Chicago 
through 
the mid-west as 
far as

That won’t be the end of the 
tour, but the 
remainder of the 
itinerary hasn’t been planned. 
Legitimate Broadway

The statistic

man puts it, “it oilers a lot more 
for a lot less.”

Vatican W ill Have 
Fleet And Airport 


VATICAN CITY—(ZP)—With no 
seaport or air field—plans to have 
a fleet and maybe an air flotilla. 
The Holy See in a decree yester­ 
day announced its participation in 
an international convention cov­ 
ering ocean fleets for states which 
have no seaports. 
The decree did not specify how 
many ships the Vatican intends to 
build or buy or what size or type 
they will be. It said only that the 
convention would cover “any ship 
carrying goods and passengers to 
or from the Vatican City state to 
or from any port abroad.” 
The vessels, the 
decree 
£aid, 
will fly the Vatican flag and will 
have civilian 
commanders. 
The 
ships chaplains will be second in 
command. 
A Vatican source said the Holy 
See also is considering establish­ 
ing an airport. To date the Vati­ 
can has owned no planes, he said, 
because of lack of landing space 
on the papal state’s 108.7 acres of 
territory.

“Protoplasm.” Dr. Kopac

plained, “is packaged in microsco­ 
pic units, the living cells, so tiny

hand would be like

Babson Doesn't 
Fear Inflation 


Arms Program Will 
Not 'Bust' Nation 


B y ROGER W. BABSON 
BABSON PARK, Mass. — Most 
people worry at the wrong time; 
and worry about the wrong thing. 
A few years ago when no one was 
fearful of inflation, readers know 
I was continually warning against 
it. In fact, the Frederick A. Stokes 
Company of New York published 
in 1937 a book by me entitled “If 
Inflation Comes.” At that time no 
one paid any attention to the book 
or to inflation; but recently the 
book has gone through ten editions. 
People are now frightened about 
inflation. 
People Usually Wrong 
In 1937 the cost-of-living index 
was 130. Since then it has risen 
80 per cent and average weekly 
earnings have raised 160 per cent. 
Now all the columnists are warn­ 
ing of inflation! It is just like the 
stock market. When stocks are 
cheap, as they were in 1932 and 
1933, no one was interested in buy­ 
ing them; but in 1951 when they 
aave risen 175 per cent and the 


Dow-Jones average is up from IOO 
in 1933 to 275 today, people want 
to buy stocks. 
I am not condoning inflation. It 
is bad. But there is no legitimate 
excuse for the increase in prices 
and the cost-of-living. If people 
had been worried about inflation 
in the thirties, as they are today, 
inflation would not have happened. 
It is just as bad now to fear infla­ 
tion will “bust the country” as it 
was then to ignore i t 
Let’s Look At Record 
After every great 
war, 
until 
now, there has been a decline in 
the cost-of-living. After the Civil 
War, 1861-1865, the cost-of-living 
gradually declined until 1896. Af­ 
ter World War I, the cost-of-living, 
beginning in 1920, declined until 
it reached a low point in 1933. The 
cost-of-living then fluctuated for 
a few years and again increased 
during World War II. The natural 
thing would have been for it to ; 
be on the decline again today. If it 
followed the course of all previ­ 
ous wars, including the 
Revolu­ 
tionary War, the W ar of 1812, the 
Mexican War, the Civil War, the 
Spanish-American W ar and World 
War I, we would now have defla­ 
tion instead of inflation. 
The truth is that the present 
trend is contrary to previous eco­ 
nomic history. Inflationary prices 
are due to organized labor, aided 
by the politicians reducing work­ 
ing hours. Labor leaders yell about 


the high cost-of-living and blame 
it on “inflation”; but they will not 
tell you the real cause for infla­ 
tion. This is not necessarily a criti­ 
cism of labor unions. I have always 
defended 
collective 
bargaining. 
The fact, nevertheless, 
remains 
that if the labor leaders had been 
reasonable, 
the 
cost-of-living 
would have gone down following 
World War II. 
No Reason To Fear 
The talk now is that the arm a­ 
ment program will “bust the coun­ 
try”; but I 
don’t 
believe 
this. 
Bankers point to the fact that an 
expenditure of $50 billion a year 
on armaments will either result in 
taxes so high that the people can­ 
not stand them, or else will cause 
our government to get into terri­ 
ble debt. The facts do not uphold 
this nonsensical talk. Labor lead­ 
ers can solve the problem when­ 
ever they wish and this will not 
require 
a 
reduction 
in 
“take 
home” wages. Fifty billion dollars 
a year can be spent on armaments, 
the cost-of-living can be reduced, 
federal employees can continue to 
hold their jobs, 
the 
government 
can operate with a surplus, in­ 
stead of a deficit and taxes can 
be reduced by extending the work­ 
ing day from eight hours to ten 
hours without a pay increase. 
The total income of the coun­ 
try for 1951 will be about $275 bil­ 
lion. Of this amount about $175 
billion will go to wageworkers on 


the basis of an eight-hour day. If 
we all worked two hours more— 
which would be no longer than 
our fathers worked—this would be 
equivalent to increasing produc­ 
tion 25 per cent. This could solve 
our inflation problem and pay for 
all our military preparations. To 
talk about Russia waiting until 
our country is 
busted 
is 
the 
“bunk.” Of course, we will some­ 
time have another 
business 
de­ 
pression for trying to get some­ 
thing for nothing; but 
if 
such 
threatens our existence, it can 
quickly be cured by all 
of 
us 
working longer and harder. By 
doing this now we would have 
Russia licked once and for all. No 
wonder the Communists and fel­ 
low travelers are urging labor to 
resist a longer work day.
